This translation of the great prophecy of Jeremiah is used as collateral text in 
the author’s contribution to the American Commentary on the Old Testament, now 
in process of publication by the Society. For its poetic form as well as for its 
critical worth it seemed important to issue it as an independent publication. It is 
believed that many students of the word will desire to possess it. 




PREFATORY NOTE 


The words of Jeremiah have been edited and his life has been written by Baruch, 
other disciples, and friends of the prophet. In the translation which follows, no dis¬ 
tinction is made between Jeremiah’s own writings and those of his followers, save 
to include in brackets a number of superfluous additions to the text that were made 
by individual readers or scribes in the use of their copies, doubtless as marginal 
notes, or in some instances as unintentional repetitions of the words of the copy. 
Almost none of the additions so designated are to be found in the best MSS of the 
LXX version. Additions to the text later than this version are retained without 
brackets whenever they add in the slightest degree to our knowledge of attendant 
circumstances, and this policy has been observed even in regard to the minute 
details in chaps. 27 to 29, 34, 35. 

Other explanatory signs are as follows : 

A vertical line ( | ) precedes and follows brief expressions not found in LXX 
but to be included in the text. 

Parentheses ( ) are used to include words needed to complete the sense. Words 
in black-faced type have been adopted in addition to (if within parentheses), or 
instead of words of the Massoretic Text on the authority of parallel passages and 
ancient translations on the one hand, and the demands of the context on the other. 
Wherever the present writer has adopted changes in vowels or vowel-letters he has 
not used this symbol, since these do not involve any alteration in the earlier text. 
He has endeavored to exercise great care in the use of the external evidence, and 
has not assumed, e. g. y that a writer in quoting a biblical passage would necessarily 
do so word for word. This caution he has learned from the method of the writer 
of Jer. 48 : 29-38 in using parts of Isa. 15 and 16, and of Jer. 49 : 7-16 in the use 
of parts of Obadiah. 

Single words or brief expressions in italic type have been transferred from their 
traditional place which is indicated by an asterisk (*). 

Longer passages now found in the Hebrew out of their original connection, or 
introduced into the midst of a section of this book from some other source, are 

preceded by a line (-) and followed by a broken line (-). Should two 

or more passages similarly interrupt the connection, they are separated by a single 

line (-) from one another, while a double line or when needed 

a treble line (=====) is placed at the beginning of the series of insertions, and 
the sign of resumption ( - =), or ( =), at the close.

33 And when this people, or the prophet, or a 
priest, shall ask thee, saying, What is the burden 
of Jehovah? Tlieu shale thou say unto them, 
Ye are the burden, and I will cast you ofl, says 

34 Jehovuh. And as for the prophet, and the priest, 
and the people, that shall say. The burden of 
Jehovah, 1 will puuish that man and his house. 

35 Thus shull ye say every one unto his friend, 
and every one unto his brother, What has Je¬ 
hovuh answered ? and what has Jehovah spoken? 

oG And the burden of Jehovah shull ye mention no 
more: for the burden to u man will become his 
word. And ye have perverted the wordsof the liv- 

37 ing God, of Jehovah of hosts, our God. Thusshalt 
thou say unto the prophet, What has Jehovah 
answered thee? and, What has Jehovuh spokeu 7 

38 But if ye say. The burden of Jehovah : 

Therefore, thus says Jehovah : Because ye say 
this word. The burden of Jehovuh, and I have sent 
uuto you, saying, Ye shall not say, The burden 

39 of Jehovah; Therefore, behold, 1 will iudeed 
lift you up, and I will cast you off, and the city 
that I gave to you and to your fathers, away 

40 from my presence; and I will put an everlasting 
reproach upon you, and perpetual confusion, 
which shall not be forgutteu. 

1 (Tims') Jehovah showed me, 
and, behold, two baskets of figs -, Th0 , 
set before the temple of Joho- 
vah ; after that Ncbuchudrczzar king 696 b. c. ’ 
of Babylon had carried into exile 
Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, 
and the princes of Judah, with the craftsmen 
and foreign troops from Jerusalem, and had 

2 brought them to Babylon. The one basket had 
very good figs, like the figs that are first ripe; 
and the other basket had very bad figs, which 

3 could not be eaten, they were so had. And 
Jehovah said unto me, What seest thou, Jere¬ 
miah? And I said, Figs; the good figs, very 
good; and the bad, very bud, that cannot be 

4 eaten, they are so bad. And the word of Jeho¬ 
vah came unto me, saying, 

5 Thus says Jehovah, the God of Israel: Like 
these good figs, so will I regard the captives of 
Judah, whom I have sent out of this place into 
tlie land of the Chaldeans, for good. 

45 For I will set mine eyes upon them for good, 

And I will bring them again unto this land ; 
And I will build them, and uot overthrow 
them, 

And I will plant them, and not pluck them up. 

7 And I will give them a heart to know me, 

That I am Jehovah: 

And they shall be my people 
And I will be their God; 

If they will return unto me 
With their whole heart. 

S And like the bad figs, which cannot be eaten, 
they are so bad ; 

Fori thus says Jehovah, So will I regard 1 
edekiah king of Judah, and his princes, and 
the residue of Jerusalem, that remain in this 
land, and them that dwell in the land of Egypt, 

9 for misfortune: and I will make them a con¬ 
sternation * to all the kingdoms of the earth ; a 
reproach and a proverb, a taunt and a curee, in 

JO all places whither I shall drive them. And I 
will send the sword, the famine, and the pesti¬ 
lence, among them, till they be consumed from 
off the land tha* I gave to them and to their 
fathers. 


1 The word that came unto Jere- Pert VI. 
miuh concerning nil the people „ T , hc 
of Judah in the fourth year of coVb 
J ehoiakim the son of Josiali, king of ' ' 
Judah; [the same was the first year of Nebu- 

2 chadrezzar king of Babylon;] which he 6poke 
[Jeremiah the prophet] unto all the people of 
Judah, and unto ull the inhabitants of Jeru- 

3 salem, saying, From the thirteenth year of Josiah 
the son of Amon, king of Judah, even unto this 
day, a period of three and twenty yeurs, [the 
word of Jehovah has come unto me. and] I have 
spokeu uuto you, rising early and speuking; 


4 [but ye have not hearkened], and I have sent 
uuto you all my servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending them ; but ye nave not heark¬ 
ened, nor inclined your ear [to hear] ; 

6 saying, Return ye now every one from his evil 
way, and from the evil of your doings, and 
dwell in the land that Jehovuh has given to you 
and to your fathers, from of old and even for 

6 evermore: and go not after other gods to serve 
them and to worship them, that ye may not vex 
me with the work of your hands, and that I 

7 bring no misfortune to you. But ye have not 
hearkened unto me, [says Jehovah; that ye 
might vex me with the work of your hands to 
your own hurt], 

8 Therefore, thus says Jehovah of hosts: Be- 

9 cause ye have not heard my words. Behold, I 
will 6end and take [alll the family from the 
north, says Jehovah, [and unto Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon, my servant], and will bring 
them against this land, and against the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof, and against all the[se] nations 
round about; and I will utterly devote them to 
destruction, and make them a fright, and a hiss- 

10 ing, and an everlasting reproach. And I will 
take from them the sound of joy and the sound 
of gladness, the voice of the bridegroom and the 
voice of the bride, the clatter of the millstones, 

1J and the light of the candle ; and the whole ter¬ 
ritory shall be [a waste] a fright: and the[se] 
nations 6hall serve [the king of Babylon] for 
seventy years. 

12 And it shall come to pass, when seventy years 
are accomplished, that I will punish [the king 
of Babylon, and] that nation, [says Jehovah, for 
their iniquity, arid the land of the Chaldeans;] 
and I will make it everlasting desolations. 


13 And I will bring upon that land nil my words 
which I have spoken against it, nil that is writr 
ten in this book, which Jeremiah prophesied 
concerning all the nations. 

14 For they themselves shall be held in suhjection 
by many nations und great kings : and I will 
recompense them according to their deeds, and 
according to the work of their hands. 

15 For thus says Jehovah, the God of Israel, unto 
me: 

Take this cup of fermented wine at my 
hand, and cnuse all the nations, to whom I send 

16 thee, to drink it. And they shall drink, and reel 
to and fro, and be mad, because of the sword 

17 that I will send among them. And I took the 
cup from Jehovah’s hand, and made all the 
nations drink it, unto whom Jehovah had sent 

18 me: namely, Jerusalem, and the citiesof Judah, 
and the kings ther eof (and) the princes thereof, 
to make them a waste, a fright, (and) a hissing, 

19 [and a curse, as it is this day] ; Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and his servants, and nis princes, ana all 

20 his people: and all the foreign population, and all 
the kingsof [the land of Uz, ana all the kings of 
the land of] tne Philistines, [and] Ashkelon, and 
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Gaza, and Ekron, and the remnant of Ashdod; 

21 Edom, and Moab, and the sous of Ammon; 

22 and [all] the kings of Tyre, and [all] the kings 
of Zidou, aud the kings of the coast land which 

23 is beyond the sea; (and) Dedan, and Team, 
and Buz. and all that have tne corners of their 

24 lmir shorn ; and ull [the kings of thel Arabians, 
[and all the kings of the foreign population] that 

25 dwell in the wilderness; and all the kings of 
Ziinri, and all the kings of Elam, and all the 

26 kings of the Medes; and all the kings of the 
north, far and near, one with another; and all 
the kingdoms [of the world], which are upon 
the face of tile earth. 

Aud the king of Sheshach shall drink after them. 

27 And thou shalt say unto them, Thus says Jeho¬ 
vah of hosts, (the God of Israeli : Drink ye, and 
be drunken, and spew, and fall, and rise no 
more, because of the sword which 1 will send 

28 among you. And it shall be, if they refuse to 
take the cup at thy hand to drink, then shalt 
thou say unto them, Thus says Jehovah [of 

29 hosts] : Ye shall surely drink. For, lo, I begin 
to bring misfortune at the city which is called 
by in.v name, aud should ye be altogether un¬ 
punished? Ye shall not be unpunished: for I 
will call for a sword upon all the inhabitants of 
the eurth, [says Jehovah of hosts]. 

30 And do thou prophesy unto them [all] these 
words, and say unto them, 

Jehovah shall roar from on high. 

And utter his voice from his holy habitation; 
He shall mightily roar over his dwelling place, 
He shall answer with a shout as they that 
tread the grapes, 

Unto all the inhabitants of the eurth. 

31 Au uproar shall come even to the end of the 

eartli : 

For Jehovah has a controversy with the 
nations. 

He will enter into judgment with all flesh : 

As for the wicked, he will give them to the 
sword, [says Jehovah]. 

32 Thus says Jehovah [of hosts], 

Behold, misfortune shall go forth 

From nation to nation, 

And a great tempest shall be stirred up, 

From the recesses of the earth. 

33 And the slain of Jehovah shall be at that day 
from one end of the enrth even unto the other 
end of the earth: they shall not be bewailed, 
neither gathered, nor be buried; they shall be 
as dung upon the face of the ground. 

34 Howl, ye shepherds, and cry out, 

Aud wallow in ashes, ye principal of the 
flock: 

For the days for your slaughter have fully 
come, 

And ye shall [be broken In pieces and] 
fall like choice lambs. 

35 And the shepherds shall have no way to flee, 

Nor the principal of the flock to escape. 

36 Hark ! the cry of the shepherds. 

And the howling of the principal of the 
flock ; 

For Jehovah lays waste their pasturage, 

37 And the peaceful pastures are destroyed. 
(Before tne tierce anger of Jehovah]. 

38 [As] the young lions forsake their thicket, 

For their land has become a fright; 

Before the oppressing sword. 

And before the tierce auger of Jehovab. 1 

2 With ver. 9, 11, 
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1 In the beginning of the reign Part Vll. 
of Jehoiakim the sou of Jo- '[ b ,° Rc * u| “ 
aiah, k i ng of J udah, came this 011 * b 8 
word from Jehovah, saying, fl07 B c "’ 

2 Thus says Jehovah : Stand In the 
court of Jehovah's house, and speak onto all 
the cities of] Judah, which come to worship in 
ehovuh's house, all the words that I have com¬ 
manded thee to speak unto them ; keep not back 

8 a word. It may be they will hear, aud turn 
every man from his evil way, and I may repent 
concerning' the misfortune, which I purpose 
to do lo them because of the evil of theirdoings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them. Thus says Je¬ 
hovah : if ye will not hearken unto me, to walk 

5 in my law, which I have set before you, to 
hearken unto the words of my servants the 
prophets, whom I sent unto you, [and] rising 
early and sending them, but ye have not heark- 

6 ened ; then will I make this house like Shiloh, 
and will make this city a curse to ull the nations 
of the earth. 

7 And the priests and the prophets and all the 
people heard Jeremiah speaking these words in 

8 thenouseof Jehovah. And it came to pass when 
Jeremiah had made an end of speaking all that 
Jehovah had commanded him to speak unto all 
the people, that the priests and the prophets 
[and all the people]- laid hold of him, saying, 

9 Thou shalt surely oie. Wherefore hast thou 
prophesied in the name of Jehovah, saying, 
This house shall be like Shiloh, and this city 
shall be wasted, without inhabitant? And all 
the people gathered together unto Jeremiah in 
the nouse of Jehovah. 

10 And the princes of Judah heard these things, 
and they came up from the king’s house to the 
house of Jehovah ; and they sat in the entry of 

11 the new gate of Jehovah’s (house).:* And said 
the priests and the prophets unto the princes and 
unto all the people, saying. This man is worthy 
of death, for he has prophesied concerning 
this city, as ye have heard with your ears. 

12 And said Jeremiah unto [ull] the princes and 
unto all the people, saying, Jehovah sent me to 
prophesy concerning this house and con¬ 
cerning this city all the words that ye have 

13 heard. And now amend your ways and your 
doings, and hearken to the voice of Jehovah 
your God ; that Jehovah may repent or the mis- 

14 fortune that he spoke concerning you. But as 
for me, behold. I am in your hand : do to me as 

15 is good and right in your eyes. Only know ye 
for certain that if ye put me to death, innocent 
blood ye will bring upon yourselves, and upon 
this city, and upon the inhabitants thereof: 
for in truth Jehovah has sent me unto you to 
speak all these words in your ears. 

16 And said the princes and all the people unto 
the priests and unto the prophets: This man is 
not worthy of death, for he has spoken unto us 

17 in the name of Jehovah our God. And rose up 
certain of the elders of the land, and said unto 

18 all the assembly of the people, saying, Micaiuh 
the Morashtite was prophesying in the days of 
Hezekiah king of Juduli ; and he said unto all 
the people of Judah, saying, Thus says Jehovah 
of hosts: 

Zion shall be plowed like n field. 

And Jerusalem shall become heaps, 

And the mountain of the house os the high 
plQce of a forest. 

19 Did Hezekiah [king of Judah] and all Judah put 
him at all to death? did they not fear Jehovah, 
and entreat the favor of Jehovah? and Jehovah 
repented of the misfortune which he had 
spoken concerning them; and we are about to 
work great misfortune upon ourselves. 

20 And there was also a man that prophesied In 
the name of Jehovah, Uriah the son of Shemal&h 
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of Kiriatb-jearim ; and be prophesied [concern¬ 
ing this city and] concerning this land accord- 

21 ing to all the words of Jeremiah : and heard 
Jehoiakim the king, and ail his mighty men, 
and all the princes, bis words, and the king 
sought to put him to death ; but Uriah beard it, 

22 and was nf raid, and fled, and went to Egypt: and 
[Jehoiakim] the king sent men to Egypt, Elna- 
than, the sod of Achoor, and certain men with 

23 him, into Egypt: aud they brought forth Uriah 
out of Egypt, and caused him to come unto 
[Jehoiakim] the king; aDd he smote him with 
the sword, and cast his dead bodv uutothegraves 

24 of the common people. Only the hand of Abi- 
kim the son of Shaphan was with Jeremiah, 
that thev should uot give hi in into the hand of 
the people to put him to death.

8 And it shall come to pass, that the nation and 
the kingdom [which will not serve the same 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, andl that will 
not put their neck under the yoke of the king 
of Babylon, that nation will I punish, says 
Jehovah, with the sword, and with the famine, 
and with the pestilence.until they are completely 

9 in his hand. But as for you, hearken ye not 
unto your prophets, nor unto your diviners, nor 
unto your dreamers, nor unto your soothsayers, 
nor unto your sorcerers, who speak unto you, 
saying. Ye shall not serve the king of Babylon : 

10 for they prophesy a lie to you, to remove jou far 
from your land; [and that I should dnve you 

11 out and ye should perishl. But the nation that 
shall bring their neck under the yoke of the king 
of Babylon, and serve him, (that nation) will I 
let remain in their own land, says Jehovah; 
and they shall till it, and dwell therein. 

12 And I spoke onto Zedekiah king of Judah ac¬ 
cording to all these words, saying. Bring your 
necks under the yoke of the king of Babylon, 

13 and serve him and his people, and live. Why 
will ye die, thon and thy people, by the sword, 
by the famine, and by the pestilence, as Jehovah 
has spoken concerning the nation that will 

H not serve the king of Babylon ? And hearken 
not unto the words of the prophets that speak 
unto you, saying. Ye shall not serve the king of 

15 Babylon : for they prophesy a lie to you. For I 
have uot sent them, says Jehovah, but they 
prophesy falsely in my name, that I might drive 
you out, and that ye might perish, ye, and the 
prophets that prophesy to you. 

16 AJso I spoke unto the priests and unto all this 


people, saying, Thus says Jehovah: Hearken 
not unto the words of your prophets that proph¬ 
esy to you, saying, Behold, the vessels of Jeho¬ 
vah’s house shall now shortly be brought again 
from Babylou : for they prophesy a lie to you. 


17 Hearken not unto them ; serve the king or 
Babylon, and live: wherefore should this city 
become a waste? 

18 But if they be prophets, and if the word of Je¬ 
hovah be with them, let them now make inter¬ 
cession to Jehovah of hosts, that the vessels 
which are left in the house of Jehovah, and in 
the house of the king of Judah, and at Jltukii- 

19 Jem, go not to Babylon. For thus says Jehovah 
of hosts concerning the columns, and concern¬ 
ing the sea, and concerning the pedestals, and 
concerning the residue of the vessels that arc left 

20 in this city, which [Nebuchadnezzar] the king 
of Babylon took not, when he carried away cap¬ 
tive Jcconiah [the son of Jehoiakim, king of 
Judah], from Jerusalem to Babylon, and all the 

21 nobles of Judah and Jerusalem ; yea, thus says 
Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel, concerning 
the vessels that are left in the bouse of Jehovah, 
and in the house of the king of Judah, and at 

22 Jerusalem : they shall be carried to Babylon, and 
there shall they be, until the day that I visit 
them, says Jehovah, and briDg them up, and 
restore them unto this place. 


1 And it came to pass in the $*. 

/n same year, [in the beginning 

V °/, th „ e in . t t ie , f Tl h Hananiah, 

year of Zedokian king of Judah, in m3 b. c. 
the fifth month, that Hananiah. the 
son of Azzur, the prophet who was of Gibeon, 
spoke [unto me] in the house of Jehovah, in the 
presence of the priests and of all the people, 

2 saving, Thus says Jehovah of hosts, the God of 
Israel, saying, I have broken the yoke of Hie 

3 king of Babylon. Within two years’ time will I 
bring again unto this place all the vessels of Je¬ 
hovah's house, that Nebuchadnezzar king ol 
Babylon took away from this place, and carried 

4 them to Babylon: and I will Dring again unto 
this place Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim, king 
of Judah, and [all] the captives of Judah, thnt 
went to Babylon, says Jehovah : for I will break 

5 the yoke of the king of Babylon. Then Jere¬ 
miah [the prophet] said unto Hananiah [the 
prophet] in the presence of the priests, and in 
the presence of all the people that stood in the 

6 house of Jehovah, and Jeremiuh [the prophet] 
said, Amen: Jehovah do so: Jehovah perform 
thy words which thou hast prophesied, to bring 
again the vessels of Jehovah’s house, and all 
them of the captivity, from Babylon unto this 

7 place. Nevertheless hear thou now this word 
that I speak in thine ears, and in the ears of all 

8 the people: The prophets that have been before 
me and before thee of old prophesied concern¬ 
ing many countries, and concerning great king¬ 
doms. of war, [and of misfortune, and of pesti- 

9 lence]. The prophet who prophesies of peace, 
when hl» word shall come to pass, then shall 
the prophet be known, that Jehovah has truly 

10 sent him. Then Hananiah [the prophet] took 
the bar from off [the prophet] Jeremiah's neck, 

11 and broke it. And Hananiah spoke in the pres¬ 
ence of all the people, saying. Thus says Jeho¬ 
vah : Even so will I break the yoke of [Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar] the king of Babylon within two full 

J eare from off the neck of all the nations. And 
eremiah [the prophet] went his way. 


12 Then the word of Jehovah came unto Jere¬ 
miah, after that Hananiah [the prophet] had 

13 broken the bar from off hlft neck, saying, Go 
and tell Hananiah, saying. Thus says Jehovah : 
Thou hast broken the bars of wood, but I will 

14 make In their stead bars of iron. For thus says 
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Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: I have put 
a yoke of iron upon the neek of all the[se] na¬ 
tions, that they may serve [Nebuchadnezzur] the 
king of Babylon ; and they shall serve him : uud 
I have given him the beasts of the field also. 


14 And I will appear to you, says Jehovah, 

And I will change your fortunes, 

And I will gather you from all the nations, 

And from all the places whither I have driven 
you, says Jehovah; 


15 And said Jeremiah [the prophet] unto Hana- 
niah [the prophet], Hear now, Hananiah ; Je¬ 
hovah has not sent thee ; but thou mukest this 

16 people to trust in a lie. Therefore, thus says Je¬ 
hovah, Behold, I will send thee away from off 
the face of the earth: this year thou shalt die, 
because thou hast spoken rebellion against Je- 

17 hovah. So Hananiah [the prophet] died the 
same year in the seventh month. 


1 Now these are the words of 
the letter that Jeremiah [the 
prophet] sent from Jerusalem 
unto the residue of the elders of 
the exiles, and unto the priests, and 
unto the prophets, ana unto all the people, 
whom Nebuchadnezzar had carried into exile 

2 from Jerusalem to Babylon : after the going 
forth of Jeconiah the king, and the queen- 
mother, and the eunuchs, (and) the princes of 
Judah and Jerusalem, and the craftsmen, and 

3 the foreign troops, from Jerusalem ; by the hand 
of Elasah the son of Shuphan, and Gemariah 
the son of Hilkiah, whom Zedekiah king of Ju¬ 
dah sent to Babylon unto [Nebuchadnezzar] the 
king of Babylon, saying, 

4 Thus says Jehovah [of hosts], the God of Is¬ 
rael, to all the exiles, whom I have caused to be 
taken into exile from Jerusalem [to Babylon]: 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell (in them); 

And plant gardens, aud eat the fruit of them : 

6 Take ye wives. 

And beget sons and daughters: 
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And take wives for your sons, 

And give your daughters to husbands, 

That they may bear sons and daughters ; 

And multiply ye there, and be not diminished. 


7 And seek the peace of the land 

Whither I have caused you to be taken Into 
exile, 

And pray unto Jehovah for it: 

For iu the peace thereof shall ye have peace. 

8 For thus says Jehovah [of hosts, the God of 

Israel] : 

Let uot deceive you your prophets that are in 
the midst of you, 

And your diviners, 

Neither hearken ye unto their 1 dreams 
Which they 1 are dreaming ; 

9 For they prophesy falsely to you in my name: 

I have not sent them, [says JehovahJ. 

10 For thus says Jehovah, 

After seveuty years are accomplished for 
Babylon, 

I will visit you, 

And perform my good word toward you, 

In causing you to return to this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts 

That I think toward you, [says Jehovah], 
Thoughts of peace, and not respecting mis¬ 
fortune. 

To give you a promising future. 


12 And ye shall call upon me, and I will deliver 

you; 

And ye shall pray untome, and I will hearken 
unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find me, 

When ye shall search for me with all your 
heart. 


And I will bring you again unto the place 
Whence I caused you to be taken into exile, 

15 In that ye have said, 

Jehovah has raised us up prophets in Babylon. 


16 For thus says Jehovah concerning the king 
that sits upon the throne of David, aud con¬ 
cerning all the people that dwell in this city, 
your brethren that have not gone forth with you 

17 into exile, thus says Jehovah of hosts: Behold, 
I will send among them the sword, the famine 
and the pestilence, aud will make them like vile 

18 figs, that can not be eaten, they are so bad. Audi 
will pursue after them with the sword, with the 
famine, and with the pestilence, and will make 
them a consternation to all the kingdoms of the 
earth, to be au execration, and a fright, aud a 
hissing, and a reproach, among all the nations 

19 whither I have driveu them : because they have 
not hearkened unto my words, says Jehovah, 
wherewith I sent unto them my servants the 
prophets, rising early and seudiug them; but 

20 tbey did not hear, says Jehovah. Hear ye 
therefore the word of Jehovah, all ye exiles, 
whom I have sent away from Jerusalem to 
Babylon. 

21 Thus says Jehovah [of hosts, the God of Israel], 
concerning- Ahab the son of Kolaiah, and 
concerning Zedekiah the sou of Maaseiali, 
who prophesy a lie to you in my uame : Behold, 
I will deliver them into the haud of [Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar] the king of Babylon, aud he shall slay 

22 them before your eyes; and of them shall be 
taken up a curse for all the exiles of Judah 
which are in Babylon, saying, Jehovah make 
thee like Zedekiah aud like Ahab, whom the 

23 king of Babylon roasted with fire : because they 
wrought folly in Israel, and committed adultery 
with the wives of their fellows, aud spoke words 
in my name [falsely], which I commanded them 
not; and I myself know, aud am witness, says 
Jehovah.

4 And it came to pass that when Zedekiah, the 
king of Judah, ana all the men of war saw them, 
then they fled, and went forth out of the city by 
night, by the way of the king’s garden, by the 
gate between the two walls; and they went 1 

5 the way of the Arabah. And the army of the 
Chaldeans pursued after them, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the steppes of Jericho; and they 
took him, and brought him up unto Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon to Riblah in the land of 
Hamath, and he executed judgment against 

6 him. And the king of Babylon slew the sons of 
Zedekiah in Riblah before his eyes; also the 
kingof Babylon slew all the nobles of Judah. 

7 And he put out Zedekiah’s eyes, and bound him 

8 with fetters, to carry him to Babylon. And the 
Chaldeans burned the king’s house, and the 
houses of the people, with fire, and broke down 

9 the walls of Jerusalem. And the residue of the 
people that remained in (he citj.the deserters 
also, that fell away unto him, and the residue of 
the master-workmen [that remained], Neb- 
uzarudan the chief of the guards carried into 

10 exile to Babylon. But some of the poor people, 
who had nothing, Nebuzaradan the chief of the 
guards left in the land of Judah, and gave them 
vineyards and fields. 


11 At that time Nebuchadrezzar king of Bahylon 
commanded concerning Jeremiah through Nclm- 

12 zaradan the chief of the guards, saying, Take 
him, and look well to him, and do him no harm ; 
but do with him even as he shall speak unto 

13 thee. So Nebuzaradan the chief of the guards 
Bent, and Nebushazban, the chief chamberlain, 
and Nergal-sharezer, the chief magician, and all 
the chief officers of the king of Babylon, 


14 and they sent, and took Jeremiah out of the 
court of the guard, and committed him unto 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam. the son of Sha- 
phan, that he should carry him unto his (own) 
house ; and he dwelt among the people. 


15 And unto Jeremiah came the word t* 
of Jehovah, while he wasshutupin Ebea-meiech, 
the court of the guard, saying, 666 B- c - 


16 Go, and speak to Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, 
saying, Thus Bays Jehovah of hosts, the God of 
Israel: Behold, I will bring my words upon 
this city for misfortune and not for good ; and 

17 they shall be before thee in that day. But I will 
deliver thee in that day, says Jehovah : and thou 
shalt not be given into the hand of the men of 

18 whom thou art nfraid. For 1 will surely save 
thee, and thou shalt not fall by the sword, but 
thy life shall be for a prey to thee ; because thou 
hast put thy trust iu me, says Jehovah.

Without being aware (of it); 

Thou wast found, and also caught, 

Because thou hadst striven with Jehovah. 

25 Jehovah opened his armoury, 

And brought forth the weapons of his indig¬ 
nation : 

For a work (to do) has [the Lord] Jehovah of 
hosts. 

In the land of the Chaldeans. 

26 Come to her from every quarter. 

Open her granaries: 

Cast her up as heaps and destroy her utterly, 

Let nothing be left to her. 

27 Slay all her bullocks, 

Let them go down to the slaughter : 

Ha ! upon them ; for their day has come, 

The time of their visitation. 

28 The sound of them that flee and escape 

Out of the land of Babylon, 

To declare in Zion 

The vengeanceof Jehovah [our God], 

[The veugeauce of his temple]. 

29 Call together against Babylon archers, 

All them that bend the bow ; 

Camp round about her, 

Let no one escape : 

Recompense her according to deeds. 

According to all that she has done [do to her] : 
For against Jehovah was she proud, 

Against the holy one of Israel. 

30 Therefore her young men shall fall in her 
squares, and all her men of war shall be brought 

31 tosilence, [in that day], says Jehovah. Behold, 
I am against thee, O thou proud one, says the 
Lord, Jehovah of hosts: 

For thy day has come. 

The time'of thy visitation 

32 And the proud one shall stumble and fall, 

Without anyone to raise him up ; 

And I will kindle a fire in his forest. 

And it shall devourall that is round about him. 

33 Thus says Jehovah of hosts : The sons of Israel 
and the sons of Judah are oppressed together; 
and all that took them captive hold them fast: 

34 they refuse to let them go. Their redeemer is 
strong, Jehovah of hosts is his name; he shall 


thoroughly maintain their contention: that he 
may set the earth at rest, and throw into com- 

35 motion the inhabitants of Babylon. A sword 
upon the Chuldeaus, says Jehovah, and upon 
the inhabitants of Babylon; and upon her 

36 princes, and upon her wise men. A sword 
upon her charmers, and they shall become 
fools ; a sword upon her mighty men, and they 

37 shull be dismayed. A sword upon her horses 
and upon her chariots, and upon all the 
foreign people that are in the midst of her, and 
they shall become women. A sword upon her 

38 stores, and they shall be robbed. A sword upon 
her waters, and they shall be dried up. 

For it is a land of carved images. 

And upon terrors they are mad. 

39 Therefore wild hcasts of the desert with howling 

creatures shall dwell there, 

And young female ostriches shall abide in it: 
And it shall be no more inhabited for ever, 
Neither shall it be occupied to all generations. 

40 According to the overthrow by God of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and the neighbor-cities thereof, 
says Jehovah, 

No man shall dwell there 
Neither shall any son of man sojourn therein. 

41 Behold, a people comes 

Out of the north, 

And a great nation, and great kings, are stirred up 
From the recesses ol the earth. 

42 They lay hold on bow and javelin, 

They are cruel and have no compassion ; 

The noise of them roars like the sea, 

And they ride upon horses ; 

Prepared as a man for the battle, 

Against thee, O daughter Babylon. 

43 The king of Babylon has heard the report of 

them, 

And his hands waxed feeble ; 

Anguish has taken hold of him, 

Pangs as of a woman iu travail. 

44 Behold, as a lion, who comes up from the thicket 

of the Jordan unto the fold of rams. 

So will I suddenly chase them away from it : 
And who is the young muu that may be ap¬ 
pointed against me? 

For who is like me ? and who will rouse me ? 
And who then is the shepherd 
That may stand before me ? 

45 Therefore hear ye the counsel of Jehovah, 

That he has taken concerning Babylon ; 
And his purposes that he has purposed. 
Concerning the laud of the Chaldeans: 

Surely shall be dragged away the young shep¬ 
herds of the flock, 

Surely shall be astounded over them their 1 
fold. 

46 At the call: Bahylon is taken, the earth trem¬ 
bles ; and their cry is heard among the nations. 

1 Thus says Jehovah : Behold, I will rouse 
against Babylon, and against them that 
dwell in Chaldea, the spirit of a destroyer ; 

2 and I will send to Babylon fanners, and they 
shall fan her, and they shall empty her laud: 
for they shall be round about her, in the day of 
(her) misfortune. 

3 Let not the archer lay down [bend] his bow, 

Nor hang up [with] his coat of mail: 

And spare ye not ner young men ; 

Destroy ye utterly all her host. 



1 With 40 : 20. 
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4 And Khali fall slain men In the land of Chaldea, 

And thoHe that are thrust through lu her 
streets. 

5 For the widowhood of Israel and Judah Is not 

from their God. 

From Jehovah of hosts ; 

But (for the reason that) their land was full of 
guilt 

Before the holy one of Israel. 

6 Flee out of the mldBtof Babylon, and save every 

man hlK life; 

Be not brought to silence in her Iniquity : 

For It Is a time of vengeance for Jehovah, 

A recompense he will render to her. 

7 Bahvlon has been a golden cup In Jehovah's 

hand, 

That made all the earth drunken : 

The nations have drunk of her wine, 

Therefore they [nations] are mud. 

8 Babylon Is suddenly fallen and broken In 

pieces, 

Howl over her; 

Take balm for her pain, 

Perhaps she may be healed. 

9 We have treated (the Injury of) Babylon 

But she has not let herself be healed : 

Forsake her, and let us go 
Every one to his own country : 

For her Judgment reaches unto heaven, 

And is lifted up even to the skies. 

10 Jehovah has brought forth our righteousness: 
come, and let us declare in Zion the work of 
Jehovah our God. 

11 Make sharp the arrows ; arm yourselves with 
the shields : Jehovah has roused thespiritof the 
king; of the Modes; because his purpose is 
agninst Bablyon, to destroy it: 

For it is the vengeance of Jehovah, 

The vengeance of his temple. 

12 Agnlntit the walls of Babylon set up a stand¬ 
ard, make the watch strong, set the watchmen, 
prepare the ambushes: for Jehovah has both 
purposed and done that which he spoke con¬ 
cerning 1 the inhabitants of Babylon. 

13 0 thou that dwellest upon great waters, 

Abundant In stores, 

Thine end has come, 

The cubit at which thou art to be cut off. 

14 Jehovah of hosts has sworn by himself: I will 
fill thee with men, us with the cankerworm, and 
they shall lift up a shout against thee. 


15 He made the earth by his power, 

lie established the world by his wisdom. 

And by his understanding he stretched out the 
heavens: 

16 When he utters his voice, there is a roar of 

waters in the heavens. 

And he causes the vapors to ascend from the 
end of the earth ; 

He makes lightnings at the time of rain, 

And brings forth light out of his store 
houses. 

17 Every man becomes senseless, losing knowl¬ 

edge ; 

Every goldsmith Is put to shame by his graven 
Image: 

For his molten Image Is falsehood, 

Having no breath In them.

19 The portion of Jacob Is not like these, 

For tne former of all things Is [and the tribe of] 1

and with thee I shuttered nations, and with thee 

21 I destroyed kingdoms, and with thee I shattered 
the horse and nis rider, and with thee I fihat-

35 The violence and spoiling: I have suffered be 

upon Babylon, 

Bays the inhabltress Zion ;

36 Therefore thus says Jehovah : 

Behold, I will maintain thy contention, 

And take vengeance for thee ;

37 And Babylon shall become heaps, 

A dwelling place for jackals ; 

A fright ana a hissing, 

Without inhabitant. 

38 Together like young lions [they roar] they 

roar, 

39 As lions’ whelps in their heat. 


I will prepare their feast, and will make them 
drunken; that they may become stupid, and 
may sleep a perpetual sleep, and not wake, says 
Jehovah. 

40 I will bring them down like lambs to be slaugh¬ 

tered, 

Like rams with he-goats. 

41 How is | Sheshach | taken and captured. 

The praise of the whole earth! 

How has become a fright, 

Babylon among tne nations. 

42 Has come up over Babylon the sen. 

With the multitudeol its waves she ia covered. 

43 Her cities have become a fright, 

A land of drought and of steppes, 

[A land] wherein not a man shall dwell, 

Aud through which shall pass no son of 
mau. 

44 And 1 will punish Bel in Babylon, and I will 
bring forth out of his mouth that which he swal¬ 
lowed ; and the natious shall not flow together 
any more uuto him. 


45 Also the wall of Babylon shall full. Go ye out 
from the midst of her, O my people, and save 
every man his life from the fierce anger of Jeho- 

46 vah. And let not your heart faint, neither fear 
ye [in the rumor] the reports in the land; when 
comes [in the] year [a rumor and] after [it in 
the] year a rumor, and one ruler after another 
does violence [in the land]. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days come, that I will 
punish the graven images of Babylon, and her 
whole land shall be put to shame; and all her 

48 slain shall fall in the midst of her. Then shall 
exult over Babylon heaven and earth, and all 
that is in them; for from the north shall come 
to her the destroyers, says Jehovah. 

49 [also Babylon Is to fall (with) the slain of Is¬ 
rael], also Bel must fall (among) the slum 
of all the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, go ye, 

Stand not still; 

Remember Jehovah in the distant place. 

And let Jerusalem come into your mind. 

51 We have been ashamed, because we heard re¬ 

proach ; 

Confusion has covered our faces: 

For strangers have come upon the sanctuaries 

Of Jehovah’s house. 

52 Therefore, behold, the days come. 

Says Jehovah,

That I will punish her graven images ; 

Aud through all her laud the wounded shall 
groan. 

53 Though Babylon mount up to heaven, 

And though it fortify her 6trong (hold) to the

From me shall destroyers come to her,

And great destructiou from the laud of the 
Chaldeans. 

55 For Jehovah lays waste Babylon, 

And destroys out of her the loud noise, 

[And their waves roar] (wliicli roared) like 
great waters, 

Whose sound is transferred to sheol. 

56 For shall come [upon her] upon Babylon the de¬ 

stroyer, 

Aud her mighty men shall be taken, their 
bows broken in pieces : 

For a God of recompenses is Jehovah, 

lie will surely repay. 

57 And I will make drunk her princes, and her 
wise men. her governors, and her prefects, and 
her mighty men; and they shall sleep a per¬ 
petual sleep, and not wake, says the king, whose 
name is Jehovah of hosts. 

58 Thus says Jehovah of hosts: 

The broad wall of Babylou shall be utterly de¬ 
molished, 

And her high gates shall be burned with tire ; 
And so peoples labor for nought. 

And natious [and] weary themselves for the 
fire. 

59 The word that Jeremiah the prophet com¬ 
manded Seraiah the son of Neriuh, the son of 
Mahsciab, when he went with Zedekiah the king 
of Judah to Babylon in the fourth year of his 

60 reign, Seraiah being quartermaster. And Jere¬ 
miah wrote upon a book all the misfortune 
that should come upon Babylon, even all 
these words that are written concerning' 

61 Babylon. And Jeremiah said unto Seraiah: 
When thou comest to Babylou, then shult thou 

62 see and read all these words, and thou shalt say, 
O Jehovah, thou hast spoken concerning this 
place, to cut it oil, that none may dwell therein, 
neither man nor beast, for it shall become ever- 

63 lasting desolations. And it shall be, when thou 
hast made an end of reading this book, thou 
shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it into the midst 

64 of the Euphrates: and thou shult.say. Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise (again), because 
of the misfortune that I will bring upon her. 

[And] weary themselves, as far as this are the 
words ol Jeremiah.

rZ'} 1 Zedekiah was twenty-one 
H / years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven 
years in Jerusalem ; and his 
mother’s name was Humutal the 

2 daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. [ And he did 
that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah, 
according to all that Jehoiukim had done. 

3 Surely 1 through the anger of Jehovah did it 
come to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, until lie 
had cast them out from his presence : and Zene- 
kiah rebelled against the king of Babylon |. 

4 And it came to pass in the ninth year of his 
reign, in the tenth month, in the tenth of the 
month that Nebuchadrezzar king of Bnbvlon 
came, he aud all his army, against Jerusalem, 
and encamped against it; and they built siege- 


Klngs 14 : 3. 
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5 towers round about it. And the city was be¬ 
sieged until the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

6 In the fourth month, in the ninth of the month, 
the famine was severe in the city, and there was 

7 no bread for the people of the laud. Then a 
breach was made in the city, and all the men of 
wur | tied, and | went forth [out of the city] by 
night by the way of the gate between the two 
walls, which was by the king’s garden, while the 
Chaldeans surrounded the city, and they went 

5 by the way of the Arubah. And the array of the 
Chaldeans pursued after the king, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the steppes of Jericho, all his army 

9 having been scattered from him. And they 
captured the king, and brought him up unto the 
king of Babylon to Riblah jin the land of Ha¬ 
math l ; and he executed judgment against him. 

10 And the king of Babylon slew the sons of Zede¬ 
kiah before nis eyes; and also he Blew all the 

11 prinees of Judah in Riblah. And the eves of 
Zedekiah he put out; and the king of Babylon 
bound him in fetters, and carried him to Baby¬ 
lon, and put him in prisou till the day of his 
death. 

12 And in the fifth month, in the tenth of the 
month, j which was the nineteenth year of king 
Nebuchadrezzar, king of Babylon | , came Ne- 
buzaradan the chief of the guards, (who) stood 

13 before the king of Babylon, lo Jerusalem: and 
he hurned the house of Jehovah, and the king’s 
house; and all the houses of Jerusalem, and all 
the houses of the district he burned with fire. 

14 And all the walls of Jerusalem round about, all 
the army of the Chaldeans that were with the 

15 chief of the guards broke down. | [And some of 
the poor of tne people], and the residue of the 
people that were left in the city, and the desert¬ 
ers, that fell away to the king of Babylon, and 
the residue of the master workmen, Nebuzaradan 
the chief of the guards carried into exile | . 

1G But some of the poor of the land, Nebuzaradan 
the chief of the guards left for vinedressers and 

17 husbandmen. And the columns of bronze that be¬ 
longed to the house of Jehovah, and the pedestals, 
and the bronze sea that was in the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, did the Chaldeans break in pieces, and they 

18 carried all the bronze of them to Babylon. And 
the pots, and the shovels, and the snuffers, and 
the basins, and the saucers, and all the vessels 
of hronze with which they ministered, they took. 

19 And the mugs, and the fire trays, and the bowls, 
and the pots, and the lamp-stands, and the 
saucers, and the sacrificial pitchers, all which 
were of gold, and all which were of silver, the 

20 chief of the guards took. The columns [two], 
the sea [one and the twelve bulls of hronze, that 
were under] (and) the pedestals, (articles) 


which king Solomon had made for the house of 
Jehovah : the bronze of them [all these vessels] 

21 was without weight. And the columns were 
eighteen cubits in height [the one column], and 
a thread of twelve cubits did compass them, 
and tbelr thickness was four finger breadths, 

22 (they being) hollow. And capitals of bronze 
were upon them : and the height of the [one] 1 
capital was five cubits, with a network and pom¬ 
egranates round about the capital, the whole 
of bronze: aud the second column had (orua- 

23 rnents) like these [and pomegranates]. 1 And 
there were ninety and six pomegranates towards 
the wind : all the pomegranates were a hundred 
round about the network. 

24 And the chief of the guards took Seraiah the 
chief priest, and Zephaniah the second priest, 

25 and the three keepers of the threshold ; and out 
of the city he took an official who was officer 
over the men of war; and seven men of those 
that saw the king’s face, who were found in the 
city; and the general [of the prince] of the 
array, who mustered the people of the land; 
and sixty men of the people of the land, that 

26 were found in the midst of the city. And took 
them Nebuzaradan the chief of the guards, and 
brought them unto the king of Babylon to Riblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote them, aud put 
them to death at Riblah in the land of Hamath. 

And so Judah was carried iuto exile out of hia 
land. 


28 This is the people whom Nebuchadrezzar 
carried into exile: in the seven(teenth) year 

29 three thousand and twenty and three Jews; in 
the eighteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar from 
Jerusalem eight hundred thirty and two persona ; 

30 in the three and twentieth year of Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar, Nebuzaradan the chief of the guards 
carried into exile of Jews seven hundred forty 
and five persons: all (the) persons were four 
thousand and six hundred. 

31 And it came to pass in the thirty and seventh 
year of the exile of Jeboiachin king of Judah, 
in the twelfth month, in the twenty and fifth of 
the month that Evil- 
in the year of his aci 
of Jehoiachin king of Judah, and brought him 

32 forth out of tbe prison; and spoke kindly to 
him, and set his throne above the throne of 
(the) kings that were with him in Babylon. 

33 And he changed his prison garments, and ate 
bread before him continually all the days of his 

34 life. And his portion of food, a continual por¬ 
tion, was furnished to him by the king of 
Babylon, as the daily need demanded, until the 
day of his death | all the days of his life. |
